CHAPEL UNDER 
A TULIP BED 


OXFORD LINK‘ WITH, 
| THE PAST 


The anctent Gothle chapel of 
Queen's College, Oxford, has been 
discovered underneath the Col- 
leye’s front lawn—by the College 
gardener, who wanted ‘to improve 
the soil for his tulips, 

While digging a deep trench 
underneath the tullp bed, along the 
western edge.of the path which 
bisects the quardrangle, he struck 

ock. Efforts to remove the rock 
afled, and when it wag-cleared of 
soil it looked to be part of an 


ancient building; in fact, the foot 


of a Gothic buttress, 


‘Digging was extended, and the 
bottom step of a. spiral staircase 
was found a little ‘to, the south, 
By this time tho College authoritics 


were deeply interested, and began 


consulting old drawings of the 
From there it 


medireval College. 
appeared that the staircase must 
have led up the south-west turret 
of the ante-chapel, which was built 
soon after 150. . 


Buried History 


The tulip bed running along the 
eustern side of the path was dug 
up, and medineval cobble stones 


the ante-chapel, and a good deal 
of stonework from the walls and 
floor were rovealed. No doubt 
now remnins that the ruins are 
patt of the ante-chapel which was 
ruthlessly swept away, with every 
other Gothic beauty of the medine- 
val College, in the late Seventeenth 
and early Kighteenth-Centurics, to 
make way for the present classical 
or Italian buildings, , : 

The entire ante-chapel floor and 
foundations, and those of the 
Fourteenth Century ehnpel proper 
beyond them, with the remains of 
earliest fellows and provosts of 
the College, are lying under the 
flawless turf of the enstern half of 
the classic quadrangle for which 
they were destroyed. 

Although the trenches are now 
being filled with earth for the 
tulips, and. no future plan of 
excavations Is yet acttied, {t .ig 
practically certain that the College 
will make efforts, next summer or 
later, to discover just how. much 
of its carly history lies in stone 
underneath the’ grass,

Four panels of the famous glass 
windows dating from the ‘Thir-

to have passed through the hands 
of dealers into tho possession of 
a rich American for the price © 
130,000° francs (approximately 
41,600 at current rates). . 


In 1928 4 number of the Fecamp |” 


panels Were dismounted. and acnt 
for repair to the workshops of the 
only master glazier in . France 
capable, it said, of doing the work. 

The panels wero returned and 
reset. in the window, frames. 
Last July the police received. 2 
warning that there were windows 
in Fecamp Abbey and in the 
Cathedrals ‘of Chartres and 
Bourges which. were no, longer 
what they claimed to be. Only 
the ense of Fecamp_ has official 
action been taken so far, so that it 
mny be taken that in the other two 
eases the authoritics are not con- 
vinced, . 

The Minister for Fine Arts has 
formally charged unknown persons 
with theft, abuse of confidence, 
and receipt of stolen goods, Four 
out of eighty-cight panels are sus- 
‘nected, portraying scenes from the 
life of St, Louis, King of France. 
They were in the hands not only 
of the mnater ginzicr, but of a 
window setter, and of a relative of 
an art derler with establishments 
in both Paris and New York, 


Glazier’x Admission 


The glazicr js stated to have-re- 
cognised that a substitution has 
taken place (but not to-have ad- 
mitted any responsibility), but the 
setter has declared that he cannot. 
understand how substitution was 
possible. At all events workshops 
have been searched and a quantity 
ofold glass has been seized by the 
police which, it {s thought, may 
make up two of the missing panels,

that the glass seized is indubitably 
authentic, and that it was bought 
from another dealer, whose name 
he refuses to glye on grounds of 
Niele pe honour.”

Fifteen years ago the German 
High.-Sea_ Fleet. surrendered to 
Admiral Earl Beatty off _ the 
Firth of Forth. The fleet was in- 
terned' at Scapa Flow, whore it was 
scuttled on June 21, 1919, 

This, then, was the end of the 
Imperlal Gorman’ Navy, The 
vanquished were destroyed. But 
what of the victors? : 

It was Inovitable that; after more 
than four years of struggle, the 


.| British Navy should be swollen 


beyond the needa of. pence-time 
security. This “was particularly 
the case in so far as amall craft 
Were. concerned, : : 

In November, 1918, we had near- 
ly 2,600 auxiliaries employed in the 
anti-submarine service alone. 
These awollen numbera were 
rapidjy reduced by an energetic 
Proceas of paying off, scrapping, 
and demobilising, - 

This first post-war reduction left 
us with a- Navy of sufficient 
strength to form a guarantee of 
security for the Empire’ and its 
trade routes under the conditions 
prevailing and ‘any conditions 
which could then be foreseen, * 

Surrender of Victors | 
: Three years and three months 
after the surrender of the naval 
forces of the vanquished came the 
first great step in the surrender of 
the naval forces of the victors—the 
Washington Naval Treaty. This 
was a8 much a surrender to 
Politicnl and diplomatic interests 
ag that of the German Fleet, 

The convening of .a Conference 
‘with the object .of ‘setting some 
limit to the ever-growing size and 
cost of warships was in itself od- 
mirable. The resulting Treaty, 
however, fs.

were imposed upon us. 
| Thus, the Admiralty had to ac- 
‘cept n maximum of 60 cruisers to 
do the work of an “irreducible 
minimum” of 70, Moreover, our 
delegates countenanced the in- 
clusion of © apecial clause to the 
effect that the British Empire 
might not replace all her cruisers 
as they became obsolete, 
This clause applies to'no other 
» Power, and its effect Is that .dur- 
'ing the run of the Treaty we can

destroyers, submarines, sloops, and. 
other craft in urgent need of re- 
placement. es 

If the standards of size at 
present imposed. upon the world 
Persist, it means that the cost of 


replacement of cach battleship, 


would be: £7,000,000, and.of each 
cruiser, £2,000,000, ; 
Thus, neglecting altogether the 


cost of replacements in the smaller. 


categories, the British Empire will 
have a leeway of at least £107,000,- 
000 worth of replacement tonnage 
to make up before it can again 
claim the sea-power which is vital 
to ita very exlstence. ; 

Such then, is the measure: of the 
surrender of the British Navy—an 
immeasurably greater surrender 
than that of the German‘ Flect 
fifteen’ years ago. 
sixteen capital ships surrendered 
‘by Germany, we have scrapped or 
otherwise rendered impotent no 
fewer than 44—and another four 
which were building at the end of 
the War. . 


Against the eight cruisers eur- | 


rendered by Germany we have 
surrendered 78. In destroyers 
Germany surrendered 60, while we 
have surrendered 266 destroyers 
and 94 torpedo. bonta,
